Accusing the West of a dou- 
ble standard in judging recent 
events in the Soviet Union 
and in the West, Solzhenitsyn

t rted view of the sensational 
atergate scandal.” >' ■ 

The writer said he was in no 
way . defending President 
Nixon or the ^ Republican 
Party, • but : he ; accused , the 
Democrats of “affected, loud- 
louthed wrath” and asked: 
“Has American politics not* 
jeen full of mutual deceit and 
misuse already >in ejarlier elec- 
tion campaigns, niaybe only 
/ith the difference that it

The writer also made a 
scathing' attack on former U.S. 
Attorney General ‘ Ramsey 
Clark for reports he brought 
back from interviews with

Reviewing Western reac-, 
tions to some events of recent- 
years, Solzhenitsyn said .“the ' 
proven, bestial massacres” in 
Hue by the Vietcong and 
North Vietnamese during the 
1968 Tet offensive “were only' 
registered in passing, almost 
immediately forgiven.”
